An Act for amending the Bengal Code in regard to 


Sales of Land for Arrears of Revenue, 


I. Whereas it is expedient, with a view to the be- 
nefit of the Agricultural Community, to disconti- 
nue the levy of interest and penalty upon arrears 
of Revenue; to reduce the ‘number of periodical 
sales of Land; fo provide for the absolute sale, 
after due notification, of any Mehal which may 
not have punctually paid up the whole of the 
current Revenue on appointed days, in order that 
sufficient publicity and certainty may he given to such 
sales; and otherwise to amend the Laws for the reali- 
zation of the public demand: It ja hereby enacted that 
from the day of 
Regulation XT of 1822 and Kegulation VII of 1830 
of the Bengal Code, except in so far as they rescind 
other Regulations o patts of Regulations, are repealed. 


If. And itis hereby enacted, that there shall he 
no demand of interest or penalty upon any atrear 
of Revenue which shall fall duc after the date specified 
in Scetion I of this Act, 


WT = And itis hereby enacted, that upon the pro- 
muigation of this Act the Sudder Board of Revenue at 
Calentta shall determine upon what dates all arrears 
of current Revenue shall be paid up in each perma- 
vently settled Disthict in the Provinces of Bengal, 
Behar, and Orissa, in definlt of which payment the 
Estates in arrear in those Distniets, except as herein- 
after provided shall absolutely be sold at Publie Ane- 
tion to the highest bidder. And the said Board shall 
five notice of the dates «0 fixed ip the Calentta Ga- 
zette, and shall direct corresponding publication to be 
made, as far ax regards each District, in the language 
of that District, jn the Office of the Collector, or De- 

mty Collector, or other Officer duly authorised to 
Pola sales under this Act, in the Courts of the Judge, 
Magistrate, Principal Sudder Ameens, Sudder Amecens, 
and Moonsiff}, and at every Thanna Station of that 
District ; and the dates so fixed shall not be changed,

I. Whereas exeention of the decrees of the Judge 
of Dewanny Adawlut of the Zillah of the 24-Pergun. 
nals is often defeated by the pirties against whom the 
same have been obtained shseonding from the limits of 
the said Zillah into the Town of Caleutta; and 
whereas by Regulation XVI of 1812 of the Bongal 
Code, provision is made wiero the like Inconvenience 
occurs by parties abseonding from the Town of Cal- 
euttta into the said Zillah, for the Judge of the said

Acr No, of 1839. 
An Act for amending the Bengal Code in regard to 
Nales of Land for Arrears of Revenue. 


To Whereas it is expedient. witha view to the be- 
netit of the Agrienttural Community, to disconti- 
nue the levy of interest and penalty upon arrears 
of Revenne; ta redace the omober of periodseal 
piles of Land; to provide for the absolute sale, 
att ‘fine notifieation, of any Mehal which may 
mot have punetually paid up the whole of — the 

vrent Resorts en appointed diys, in’ order that 
sufflel nt publicity and certauty may be given to such 
sales, and otherwise to amend the Laws for the reali- 
vition of the pable demand: Tt ts hereby enacted that 
from the day of 
Reentiton AT of 1822 and Regniation Vil of 31830 
of ne Bengal Code, except in vo far as they reseind 
offer Regulations cr parts of Regulations, are repealed. 


TE And it is hereby enueted, that there shall be 
nodesaud t of inferest or penalty upon any arrear 
of Keveane which shall fall due after the dato specified 
mm Seetion | oof this Act. 


LTT) And it is herehs enacted, that npon the pro- 
mulgation of this Act the Sudder Board of Revenne at 
Caleutta shall determine npon what dates all arrears 
of current: Revenue shall be paid up in each perma- 
nently setthd Distriet in the Provinees of Bengal, 
Behor, and Orissa, in default of which payment the 
Dstates in arrear in those Districts, exeept as herein- 
after provided shall absolutely be sold at Public Auc- 
fion to the highest bidder. And the said Board. shall 
give notice of the dates so fixed in the Calentta Ga- 
vette, and shall direct corresponding publication to be 
made, as far as regards cach District, in the language 
of that District, in the Office of the Collector, or De- 
pity Collector, or other Officer duly authorised to 
hold sales undor this Act, in the Courts of the Judge, 
Magistrate, Principal Sudder Ameena, Sudder Ameens, 
and Moonsiffs, and at every Thanna Station of that 
District ; and the dates so fixed shall not be changed 
until the same be changed by the said Board by ad. 
vertisanients and notitications inthe manner above des- 
cribed, sach udvertisements and notifications to he 
issued, on every occasion after the first above provided 
for, before the clone of the year preceding that in which 
the new date or dates are to take effect. 


IV And itis hereby enacted, that in Districts for 
which the dates of payment shall be notified in the 
manner prescribed in Section JIE of this Act, no 
payment on account of the Revenue of any Fstate in 
arrear shall be received after the dates so notified ex- 
cept a» provided in Section XI of thisAct. And 
the Collector, Deputy Colleetor, or other Officer 
as aforessid, in every such district, shall, as soon 





as practicable after tho said dates, issue notifications 
in the language of his District to be afbxed 
in his own Office, in the Canrt of the Judge within 
whose jurisdiction the estate advertised lies, in 
the Courts of the Principal Sudder Ameens, Sudder 
Amvens and Moonsiffs and at every Thanna Sta- 
tion in his District, and in the Malgoozaree Cucherry 
of each Estate advertised, or in some conspicuous 
place thereon, In’ which notificationa shall be spe- 
cified the Estate or Estates which will he 
absolutely sold as aforesaid, and the day on which the 
gale of the same will commence, which day shall not 
be more than one month from the date specified in 
Section LT of this Act nor less than fifteen days from 
the date of affixing the notification in his own offico. 


VY. And it is hereby enacted, that in Districts not 
permanently settled, and in the Province of Benares, 
no Estate, and no rights, interests, or tithe in an 
Estate, shall be advertised for sale for the recovery 
of arrears of Revenue without the special sanction 
previously obtained of the Sudder Board of Revenue 
within whose jurisdiction the same may be ; but when 
an advertisement of sale in such Districts or in the 
said Provinee shall be so sanctioned, the Estate or 
Listates whereof the sale has been sa sanctioned 
shall be advertised for absolute sale in the manner 
prescribed in Seetion IV of this Act; and all the 
Provisions of this Act, so faras they are applicable, 
shall apply to states so advertiged. 


VI. Provided always, and it is hereby enacted, 
that no Estate shall be sold for the recovery of 
Arrears or Demands of the description mention-~ 
ed below, otherwise than after a notification in tho 
language of the Distriet, specifying the natureand 
amonnt of the arrear or demand, shall have been 
affixed, for a pertud not Jess than fifteen daye before 
the day of sale, in the office of the Collector, Deputy 
Collecter, or other officer as aforesaid by whom the 
sale is intended to be made, in the Court of the Judge 
within whose jurisdiction the Land advertised lies; in 
the Courts of all the Principal Sudder Ameens, Sud- 
der (meens and Moonaiffs in the District, and at the 
Police Thannah of the division in which the Estate to 
which the notice relates, or part of it is situated, the 
same to he certified by the receipt of the officer at 
whoxe office sneh publication may have been made; 
and also at the Cutcherry of the Malgoozar of the 
Eatate, or at some conspicuous place upon the Estate, 
the same to be certified by the Peon or other person 
employed for the purpose. 


First.—Arrears other than those of the current year, 
orof the last four months of the preceding year. 

Seconily.— Arrears the payment of which has been 
an ire over one periodical sale by competent 
authority. 

Thiedty ~—-Arrears of Revenue due on account of 
other Estates. 


Fourthly.—Arrears due on account of Tuceavy, 
Poolbundee, or other demands not being on account 
of Revenue, but being recoverable by the process for 
the recovery of Arrears of Revenue. 
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VII. And it is heroby enacted, that in case the 
Collector, Deputy Collector ox other Officer as afore- 
said, shall be unable from sickness, from the occur- 
rence of a holiday, or from-any other cause to com- 
mence the sale on the day of sale fixed as aforesaid, 
or if, having commenced it, he be unable, from the 
like cause, to proceed with it, he shall be competent 
to adjourn it to the next day following, not being 
Sunday or other close holidey, recording his reasons 
for such adjournment, forwarding a copy of stich 
record to the Commissioner of Revenue, and announ- 
cing the adjournment by a written proclamation stuck 
up in his Cutcherry, and so on, from day to day, until 
he shall be able to commence upon, or to proceed 
with, the sale, but with the exception of adjournments 
so made, recorded, and reported, each sale shall

VIIL. And it is hereby enacted, that on the day

lawful for the Collector or other Officer as aforesaid to 
put up any Estate out of its regulir order by number. 

TX  Andit ishereby enacted, that in the event of 
there being no bidders for an Estate advertised for sale 
as aforossid it shall be competent to the Collector or 
other Officer as aforesaid, with the sanction of the 
Commissioner of Revenue, instead of proceeding to 
advertise such Estate again for sale, to let such Estate 
in farm, upon tender advertised for in the usnal mode, 
at an annual rent not less than the fixed jumma, and 
for such period as may be deemed expedient, the Pro- 
prietor not being entitled to re-onter until the ex- 
piration of the said period, and the rent of such 
farm shall be applied, after payment of the current 

Revenue, to the liquidation of the arrears due at the 
time of the lease, the surplus being paid to the defaul-

X= And it is hereby enacted, that no Iistate shall 
be liable to sale for the recovery of arrcara which have 
accrued during the period of its being under the 
management of the Court of Wards; and no Estate, 
the sole property vt a minor or minors, and descended 
to him or them by the regular course of inheritance, 
but of which the Court of Wards has not assumed the 
management under Rogulation VI 1822, shall be 
sold for arrears of Revenue accruing subsequently to 
his or their succession to the same, until the minor or 
minora, or one of thein, shall have attained the full 
age of af hig And vo Estate held under attach- 
ment by the Revenue Authorities otherwise than by

Court a lien by way of mortgage or otherwise upou 
the Estate on account of which such payment was 
made, the amount acknowledged in such receipt shall 
be held by the said Court to be an addition to the 
principal sum of such lien, as ifit had originally form- 
ed part of the eame, and shall bear interest from the 
date of payment as aforesaid, at the rato borne by tho 
principal sum.

And it is hereby enacted, that the party 
who shalj be declared the purchaser of an Estate by 
any such public sale as aforesaid, shall be required 
to deposit immediately, cither in Cash, Bank of 
Bengal Notes or Post Bills, or Government Securitics 
duly endorsed, 25 per cent. on the amount of his bid, 
and in default of such deposit, the Estate shall, forth- 
with, be put up again and sold. 

XVI, And it is hereby enacted, that the full 
amount of purchase money shall be made good by the 
purchaser before noon of the fifteenth day from that 
on which the sale of the Estate bought by him took 
place, reckoning that day as one of the fifteen, or on 
the sixteenth day, ifthe fifteenth day bo Sanday or 
other close holiday , and in default of payment within

whereas by Regulation XVI of 1812 of the Bengal 
Code, provision is made where the like inconvenience 
occurs by partics absconding from the Town of Cil- 
cnttta into the said Zilfsh, for the Judge of the said 
Zillah enforcing the judgments of the Court of Requests 
of the Town of Caleutta ;—It is hereby enacted that if

J Whereas obstruction to justice has arisen owing 
to the unwillingness of native witnesses to give testi- 
mony in consequence of their being compelled to be 
sworn ttpon the Koran or by the water of the Ganges 
or accoiding to other forms which are repugnant to 
their consciences or feelings. 

Tt is herchy enacted, that no native witness shail 
be compellable in any Court of Justice to make oath 
or declaration otherwise than according to the follow. 
ing effect : 

IT solemnly affirm and devlare in the presence of 
Almighty God that ] will faithfully and without par- 
tiality answer make to all such questions as ahall be 
demanded of me touching the matter now before the 
Court, which shall be the truth, the whole truth and 
nothing but the truth, 

II. And it is hereby provided, that if any person 
making such affirmation or declaration shall be convict- 
ed of having wilfully and falsely affirmed or declared 
any matter or thing which if it had been sworn, pre- 
viously to the passing of this Act would have amounted 
to wilful perjury, every such offender shall bo subject 
to the same pains, penalties and forfeitures to which 
persons convicted of wilful perjury were subject before 
the passing of this Act. 

Ill. And it is hereby provided, that this Act shall 
not extend to any proceedings in any of Her Majesty's 
Courts of Justice.
